Negro entertainer Os­ 
car Brown Jr., an alu mnu s of 
the school, refu sed to accept the 
association’s Eleanor Roosev elt 
Key award at a d inner Su nd ay 
night, charging that Weil’s ac­ 
tion was * contrary to the prin­ 
ciples of acad emic ... freed om 
for which Roosev elt . . . prou d ­ 
ly stood when I was a stu d ent 
there.” 
Remark ably similar situ ations 
ex ist at both Northern Illinois 
Univ ersity , and similar 
reme­ 
d ies are being su ggested . North­ 
ern has approx imately 3 00 Ne­ 
gro stu d ents ou t of a total 18,- 
000. Eastern has 43 ou t of 6 .500. 
At both schools grou ps of Ne­ 
gro stu d ents hav e peacefu lly ad ­ 
v anced lists of griev ances and 
ask ed 
officials 
to: 
establish 
cou rses in 
Negro history , 
in­ 
crease the percentage of Negro 
facu lty and stu d ents, and pro ­ 
v id e ex tra financial and scho­ 
lastic help to Negro stu d ents. 
At Northern, they hav e also 
ask ed that a mand atory cou rse 
in “white racism” be ad d ed to 
the cu rricu lu m. 
And at East­ 
ern, there is a d riv e for open 
hou sing and integration of fra­ 
ternities and sororities. 
Eastern Prix y Speak s 
Presid ent Qu incy Dou d na of 
Eastern has said , “Ev ery one of 
the griev ances are ju stified , and 
ju st solu tions to ev ery one will 
be fou nd .” 
Bi-racial committees of stu ­ 
d ent and facu lty members hav e 
been appointed at both schools 
to stu d y the problems and work 
toward solu tions. 
At the Univ ersity of Chicago, 
a proposal to boy cott classes, 
starting tod ay , was d efeated Fri­ 


d ay by a grou p of stu d ents who 
earlier had rejected school offi­ 
cials’ response to their list of 
mand s. 
The d ispu te began when abou t. 
6ft Negro stu d ents seized the 
u niv ersity ad ministration bu ild ­ 
ing and held it for abou t fou r 
hou rs lo su pport their d emand s 
for increased Negro enrollment 
and a separate Negro d ormitory . 
There are 18ft Negro stu d ents 
in the u niv ersity ’s enrollment of 
8,000. 
Only at Northwestern has a 
solu tion been fou nd to the prob­ 
lems that separated its Negro 
stu d ents and school officials. 
An agreement between the 
stu d ents and officials prov id ed 
that: all-Negro resid ences be es­ 
tablished 
for 
those 
stu d ents 
wishing to liv e in segregated 
hou sing. The school also agreed 
to recru it more Negro stu d ents, 
prov id e greater financial aid 
and hire Negro cou nselors. 
Parents Displeased 
A parents’ week end d iscu ssion 
at the u niv ersity showed that 
many of the ad u lts were d is­ 
pleased with the agreement. 
Dr. James I). Rogers of Joliet 
criticized the u niv ersity ’s han­ 
d ling of the situ ation and said , 
T hav e been told by contacts 
on the North Shore that there 
has been a tremend ou s effort by 
the u niv ersity to show that there 
is popu lar su pport for this.” 
Robert H. Strotz. d ean of the 
Northwestern’s college of arts 
and science, ex plained the u ni­ 
v ersity ’s position to parents who 
gathered at Calm au d itoriu m. 
“ Wehn a child throws a tem­ 
per tantru m, lock s himself in 
the bathroom, or steals a d ollar 
from his mother’s pu rse, y ou 
d on’t immed iately call the po­ 
lice,” he said , “You try to see 
if more u nd erstand ing is nec­ 
essary .” 
“ We v iewed this as a family 
q u arrel, solv ed the problem, and 
then 
tu rned 
to 
the 
fu tu re,” 
Strotz ad d ed . “I think this is one 
of the most noble things this 
u niv ersity has d one in the last 
22 y ears.”

Do y ou know how the diction­ 
ary defines consistency —this pa­ 
rental v irtue so adored by the 
ex perts? It defines it as “ con­ 
formity to prev ious practice.” 


Thus, consistency is not what 
they mean when they commend 
it to us. What they ’re talking 
about is reliability . Unfortunate­ 
ly , as their use of language is 
seldom remarkable for accuracy , 
their carry -on about consistency 
is highly misleading. 


If we nev er broke out of “ con­ 
formity 
to 
prev ious 
practice.” 
children would nev er get out of 
their 
diapers. 
This 
conformity 
would make it impossible for us 
to grow along with them. It would 
consign us to death under terror 
of the new. the unex pected, the 
nsks constantly required of us 
by life, by change. 
I regard the ex perls’ law' of 
consistency as one of their more 
insulting ones. They are sure, y ou 
see. that we’re such inarticulate 
fools that we can’t make it clear 
to the children when a special 
occasion is special.

When Postmaster Gen. Law-; 
rence O’Brien quit his job to 
j 
work for Bobby Kennedy , his | 
plan to reorganize the creaky j 
Post Office Department into an 
independent gov ernment corpo­ 
ration probably went with him. 
But perhaps some courageous 
and 
enterprising 
congressman j 
may hav e seen the possibilities 
of conv erting the most ineffi­ 
cient serv ices of gov ernment — 
and one costing the tax pay er 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
ev ery y ear for not getting his 
mail deliv ered on time — into 
a priv ate undertaking. 
If 
this 
were 
done, 
money 
would be sav ed, the mail serv ­ 
ice would become efficient, and 
ev ery one would be happy — ev ­ 
ery one. 
that is, 
ex cept 
those 
who believ e that a job badly 
done by the gov ernment is bet­ 
ter than one well done by the 
priv ate sector. A comparison of 
America’s 
great priv ate 
tele­ 
phone serv ice and the gov ern­ 
ment-run mess that passes for 
the same in France 
tells the 
story . 
Mail deliv ery , or the lack of 
it, has begun to reach scandal­ 
ous proportions. Yet that part 
of it handled by priv ate indus­ 
try has continued to improv e in 
speed and quality . I refer, of 
course, to the airmail serv ice, 
an accomplishment of which the 
Air Transport Association is jus­ 
tifiably proud. “ One of the gov ­ 
ernment’s greatest bargains,” 
the ATA say s of the serv ice it 
performs 
in 
carry ing 
airmail 
and increasingly 
all 
first-class 
mail. 
You'd 
better believ e 
it. 
It 
it costs the Post Office 22 per 
cent less today to buy space for 
a sack of mail aboard an air­ 
liner than it did 10 y ears ago. 
And this is directly attributable 
to the great strides the airlines 
hav e made in the size, speed, 
range, 
and 
safety 
of 
their 
planes. 
The first Curtiss by -plane that 
carried the mail 50 y ears ago 
was, to quote the ATA, "a ner­ 
v ous 
collection 
of 
whistling 
wires, of linen 
stretched ov er 
wooden ribs, 
all attached 
to a 
wheezy , 
water-cooled engine.” 
Today 's jet transports cruise at 
speeds of ov er 600 miles an 
hour at altitudes of 35.000 feet. 
The first transcontinental air­ 
mail took 33 hours and 21 mi­ 
nutes to make the trip from At­ 
lantic to Pacific. Today ’s planes 
cov er the distance in six hours, 
good weather or bad. 
The skill and enterprise that 
brought us into the air age hav e 
rev olutionized 
American 
life. 
When airmail was coming into 
its own, the Post Office had 
10,000 trains a day av ailable to 
! carry surface mail. By 19 53, the 
number had declined to 3,000 a 
day . Now there are only 7 40 pas­ 
senger trains av ailable for mov ­ 
ing the mail. 
But unless the Post Office can 
be reorganized and streamlined, 
the country is due for a mam­ 
moth log jam. Ex perts predict 
that the present mail v olume of 
80 billion pieces a y ear will ex ­ 
plode to 139 billion — an in­ 
crease of 60 per cent — in the 
nex t 20 y ears. The airlines can 
handle the increased v olume. 
The airlift of surface mail has 
had a monthly growth rate of 
about 323 per cent ov er last 
y ear, without causing any bot­ 
tlenecks. The delay s and the 
breakdown of serv ice occur be­ 
tween the mail box and the mail 


plane — and the situation there 
grows worse w ith ev ery passingj 
day . 
The Post Office has only one 
“ solution” to its problems — in­ 
creasing postal rates. But this 
has done little good. It can be 
said with a good deal of justice j 
that ev ery increase in postage 
is followed by a decrease in 
serv ice. And the added money 
certainly goes not go to the air­ 
lines. Under the old 8 -cent air­ 
mail rate, the Post Office re­ 
tained 7 .3 cents and the air car­ 
riers got 0.7 of a cent. Under 
the new 10-cent rate, the Post 
Office has increased its take to 
9 .4 cents and the airlines get 
0.6 of a cent — or one-tenth of 
a cent less than before. 
If the Post Office were turned 
ov er to priv ate hands — and a 
combine of the airlines could un­ 
doubtedly handle it — the rate 
structure would still be under 


gov ernment control, just as tele­ 
phone rates are set by the Fed­ 
eral Communications Commis­ 
sion. But instead of hav ing a 
rev enue - burning bureaucracy , 
politically dominated and imper­ 
v ious to demands for efficiency , 
priv ate initiativ e would be com­ 
pelled to bring new techniques 
and new technology to the busi­ 
ness of transporting the mail. 
Unless it did so, it would oper­ 
ate at a loss. 
The result w ould be doubly re­ 
warding. You and I would get 
our mail on time. And the pri­ 
v ate postal organization would 
be pay ing tax es to the federal 
gov ernment. The postal deficit, 
which grows with each passing 
y ear, would be eliminated, re­ 
mov ing that strain from the 
federal budget. Will Congress 
take the plunge? That's up to 
the v oters.

The collapse of the Columbia 
Univ ersity community may take 
10 y ears to properly analy ze and 
understand. 
The 
militant stu­ 
dents—not one group but may be 
as many as six or sev en—hav e 
no agreement on goals. The fac­ 
ulty is at a name-calling, repu­ 
tation-shredding stage. The uni­ 
v ersity trustees are hav ing their 
head-cracking sessions in pri­ 
v ate. Clusters of shocked alum­ 
ni are try ing to figure out where 
to send their money —or their 
children—nex t fall. 
At times the issues seem to 
be blurred by slogans, with mil­ 
itant leftists groups chanting, 
“ student power, student power,” 
and the other side represented 
by a stone-faced trustee repy - 
ing, “ Shut up and pay y our tui­ 
tion.” 
In all this, there has been an 
underly ing current of criticism 
against univ ersity pastors 
and 
other religious leaders for their 
protest against the draft and the 
war in Vietnam. They hav e pro­ 
v ided the emotional support and 
moral arguments for all “ these 
marches,” say the critics, and 
now the results are seen in the 
collapse of univ ersity life itself. 
I don’t accept this criticism. 
I 
believ e 
that the 
Columbia 
tragedy is sy mptomatic of 
a 
deeper and 
more 
widespread 
turbulence in our national life. 
We hav e officially —ev en blood­ 
ily -reached a period that is not 
geographic (New York or Cali­ 
fornia) or ev en academic (Ber­ 
keley or Columbia or Howard 
U.). It is the total challenge, 
questioning, 
suspicion 
of one 
generation for the other. It is 
a rev olt of some y oung people 
(under 30 y ears) against 
the 
sick philosophy that some older 
people apparently cherish con­ 
cerning 
Negroes, 
cold 
wars, 
Vietnam and Washington poli­ 
tics. 
I 
am tighly 
suspicious 
of 
many of these militant leftist 
groups—their phony use of “ lib­ 
eration” classes and talk about 
the “ struggle” for v ictory for 
the “ brothers and sisters.” This 
is really alien to the ferment of 
American life and should be put 
down for what it is—a phony , 
pseudo-Marx ism. 
Understanding this much, y ou 
hav e to be receptiv e to demands 
for dignity , liberation of the hu­ 
man spirit and ex pansion of the 
spiritual adv enture. 
Where did 
we get the idea that a y oung 
man 
or 
woman 
should 
be 
pleased with a Cub Scout iden­ 
tity at the age of 21, packed into 
a univ ersity with 28.9 00 other 
IBM card numbers? 
Do we really believ e that this 
student generation, after being 
told by almost ev ery leading 
presidential candidate that the 
draft is a shabby sy stem, is go­ 
ing to serenade Gen. Hershey ? 
The war in Vietnam is really 
their war—it has taken their 
friends, 
sweethearts, 
brothers 
and husbands. And they firmly 


believ e that old men start wars 
and y oung men fight them and 
this particular arrangement has 
become unglued. 
Down deep, they want to be 
what we hav e told them they 
are! People. Not children, not 
kids, not postponed adults who 
only count when they are 34, 
earning $10,000 a y ear and v ot­ 
ing in the school board election. 
Indeed, although they are y oung 
people .we in the older genera­ 
tion hav e some learning to do 
too, in discussion, understand­ 
ing, sharing and trusting. 
For 
the v ictory of 
studnt 
power—any v ictory or conces­ 
sion—means 
power, 
authority 
that once was in adult hands. 
Perhaps the most shining ex ­ 
ample of y oung power is to be 
seen in Israel. On a recent v isit 
I saw a 15-y ear-old lad operat­ 
ing a $25.000 bulldozer. Our car 
was stopped sev eral times on 
the road from Tel Av iv to J erus­ 
alem 
at 
Israeli army 
check­ 
points. Thousands of cars, bus­ 
es, trucks were efficiently and 
carefully registered by boy s and 
girls barely 18. 
One Saturday night I mar­ 
v eled at the way two y oung— 
they couldn't hav e been 21—po­ 
licemen handled an ugly en­ 
counter 
between 
Arabs 
and 
J ews in the Old City of J erusa­ 
lem. These two uniformed dep­ 
uties dispersed sev eral 
dozen 
people without gunfire or club 
swinging. Here is a community 
that ex pects and receiv es par­ 
ticipation, discipline and dedica­ 
tion from its y outh. 
It is such a stark contrast to 
our brawling, 
obscenity -spew­ 
ing, frustrated y oung radicals 
in search of a cause. 
May be 
what is required in the Ameri­ 
can scene is for the adults to 
recov er some of the frontier 
spirit that once inspired a con­ 
tinent of people. But until we 
older Americans can offer more 
than the trenches of Khe Sanh, 
American students are going to 
be marching against us—and 
they would be cowards if they 
did otherwise.
